Reno was startled last Monday by 
the news of the death of Peleg Brown. . 
The sad report was soon found to be 
only too true. Mr. Brown was in 
town yesterday and promised to at- 
tend to-day a meeting of the Steam- 
boat Irtigation and Canal Ditch Com- 
pany, in which he was largely inter- 
ested. He had been in poog lealth 
for a long time, his disease Ping con- 
sumption, and only last week returned 
from a visit to California, whither he 
had gone in search of health. On his 
return to his ranch—which is about 
ten miles from town on the Virginia 
road—he seemed to be as well as usual. 
At 11 e’clock, however, he was seized 
with a diflicuity in breathing, but 
neither he nor his family thought any- 
thing serious was about to happen. 
Later, however, be grew worse and 
Mrs. Brown insisted on Gispatching 
messengers for  pbysiciaus. Mr. 
Brown soon realized his situation and 
calling his wife and children to his 
bea-ide bude them a loving farewell. 
He breathed his last at 4 o'clock this 
morning. Dr. Bergman, who arrived 
about an hour after death had taken 
place, suys that Mr. Brown probably 
died from a combination of lung and 
heart disease. Deceased was one of 
the best citizens of Washoe county, 


and his tuking off is the  priucipal

He was a good friend to 
the intere-ts of this region and was al- 
ways active in public enterprises, For 
four years he served the county faith- 
fully in the capacity of Commissioner, 
and since his term of office expired, a 
year ago last January, the county af- 
fairs have never Leen iu so prosperous 
and satisfactory a condition.

An Interesting Histo: y of the Camp -— 
How the Man whew gave His Name 
to the Camp Died.

| Bodie Standard. } 
Judge H. .Kever was over from 


Aurota Monday, for the first time in 


eight or nine years;. He is perhaps 


the oldest pioneer in this section, 
having come to'the placers at Dogtown 
in 1859, secon after they were struck. 
He was also one of the first prospec- 


ioe at the Mono diggings, which were 
loeated in the month of July, 1859. 


Here ditches were locations 


made and cabins built. In the fol- 
lowing May these e!xims. proved to be 
veiy rich and $100 per day was taken 
out to the man, WW. 3. Bodie, dis- 
coverer of Bodie district, was with 
Judge Kever, both at Dogtown; and 
later at the $Movo_— diggings, 
but he and another party 
left and came over this way 
on a prospecting trip. In Octo 
ber, Bodie and ‘Taylor curried to 


dug, 


this dirt made very handsome retirns, 
they soon came back to their camp 
near this place to prospect further. 
This caused a great many to come over 
to what is now Bodie district, and a 
sight survey was made, to see if it was 
possible to. bring the water from Vir- 
ginit creek, but it was thought im- 
possible, sv the idea was abandoned. 
A greater portion of those who came 
over then returned to Mono. In No- 
veinber, 1861, there was « very severe 
snow storm, and Bodie and_ ais part- 
ner, getting scarce of provisions, went. 
over to the Mono settlement to get a 
fresh supply. The snow) being too 
deep for animals to travel, they took 
all they could carry on their backs, 
and again started over in this direc- 
tion. When about three miles from 
‘amp Bodie gave out, and told his 
partner to go on and endeavor to get 
through, aiis partuer, becomiog well 
satistied that nothing could be gained 
by remmaluing, left Bodie well wrapped 
up in lis blankets, and, after suffering 
yreat hardships, he succeeded iv reach- 
Ing nis camp. Next day the partner, 
and a map who had been left in charge 
of the cabin, returned to the spot 
where Bodie lias been eft, aud fouad 
him frozen to death. They packed 
him Ip on their shoulders and buried 
him near the town site of this place. 
The ore which was carried by Bodie 
aud his party to sionuo was obtained 
on the south side of Silver City, nearly 
opposite this place. Very little water 
was to be had, but the few who suc- 
ceeded in. getting a little made au 
vunce a day to the man. Uncle Billy 
O'Hara lived here at that time ond 
did as much as anyone toward keeping 
this district aitve. What is) uow 
known as the Standard mine was 
dmost entirely owned by him, and he 
give a couple of miner- ‘he privilege 
of going to work, and .if anything 
was struck they should pay hiin $1700 
forthe claim, but if nothing was 
found he should receive nothing and 
the miners sveuld be out their tabor. 
Silas Bb. Smith and Levy & Co.. of 
Aurora, also did a great deal to vards 
Assisting prospectors in this section, 
and deserve much credit.
